DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 19-21, 28, 29, 31-41, and 43 were pending in the application; with claims 
19, 20, 28, 29, and 31-38 rejected, and claims 21, 39-41, and 43 indicated to be 
allowable. 

2. In the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on January 14, 
2010, the rejection of claims 19, 20, 28, 29, and 31-38 was affirmed. 

3. In view of the Examiner's Amendment below, claims 21, 39-41, and 43 are 
allowed.
